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WILLIAM D. GOODWIN A BIOGRAPHY 


p the years when the echoes of the Civil War were fading away, a chunky little locomotive was one 
day slowly plugging along a newly laid track, bound for the western frontier. In one of the cars a 
young couple, David Goodwin and his wife, Arabella Babcock, gazed curiously out of a window, observ- 
ing the free western life, upon which they were about to embark. Now they beheld Ohio; now, In- 
diana; now Illinois; now, Iowa. As the day wore on, the little engine reached Minnesota, the end of 
the frontier. Here, twenty miles north of the Iowan border, lay the tiny settlement of Winnebago City, 
where the young couple had decided to make their home. There, they became tillers of the soil, living 
contentedly on their little farm, where a few years later, a son, William David, was born. 

It seemed now that the child would grow up to be a son of the West”; but fate decreed other- 
wise, for in the early seventies, when his mother’s health began to falter, the family, seeking a change 
in climate, moved to the sunny shores of Florida, where they purchased an orange grove. Here, another 
son and daughter were born to the Goodwins, and before long all three children could be seen playing 
amid gorgeous fruit trees beneath the Florida sun. It was an exciting life for the trio, but just a patch of 
wilderness to their parents, who craved to dwell in the educational center of the world, New England. 

Hence, when William had at- 
tained the age of seven, the 
Goodwins left the South for a 
new home in Woodstock, Con- 
necticut. This fair-sized town af- 
forded even a greater opportunity 
for the children’s happiness; for 
here on the shore of a lake, they 
swam, fished, skated, and played 
all the games in which youngsters 
of today delight. They used to 
walk through the countryside, 
admiring nature and watching 
the growth of flowers and the 
migration of birds. In truth, they 
became ardent lovers of the farm 
and all its environs. Their 
mother and father also realized a 
great satisfaction in living in 
Woodstock, for here there were 
educational facilities available for 
their children. William was now 
reaching the age where his 
thoughts were maturing and his 
mind was developing, and his 
parents sensed his need for an 
education. Therefore, at the age 
of twelve, he was sent to Wood- 
stock Academy where he was 
forced to compete in scholarship 
with students who had attended 
educational institutions for years. 
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However, this obstacle did 
not discourage him, and in 
four years, he graduated 
with honors. Too young 
for college, William now 
devoted a year to study 
and preparation. Then, in 
the autumn of 84, he en- 
tered Amherst, where a 
half-century before, his 
grandfather had graduated 
in the first class. 

Majoring in mathe- 
matics here, he was gradu- 
ated in 1888, with a Bache- 
lor of Arts degree and 
a Phi Beta Kappa award. 
Moreover, in addition to 
being the winner of the 
Porter Prize for excellence 
in astronomy and physics, 
he was presented the Bond 
Prize for having delivered 
the best oration at the com- 
mencement exercises. With 
all these honors bestowed 
upon him for scholarship, it was natural that the young graduate should be offered many positions. As 
a result of his ability as a student of science, he was sought as an employee in the United States Weather 
Bureau in Washington; and because of his high all-around grades, he was requested as a teacher in a 
number of localities. Now, Mr. Goodwin was confronted with the difficult task of choosing a career 
But before any decision could be made, the late Mr. Harlan Ballard, then chairman of the Pittsfield 
School Committee, met the young man and urged him to come to our fair city. Desiring to remain in 
New England near the home of his parents, Mr. Goodwin consented; and in the autumn following his 
graduation, he began his long career as an educator in our city. 

Upon first coming here the new instructor resided in a boarding house on Bartlett Avenue, from 
which it was only a short distance to the little brick high school on South Street where one hundred and 
thirty-four pupils were housed. However, later on, he and his wife, a graduate of Wellesley, whom he 
had met in summer school at Martha’s Vineyard, moved to Forest Place. After the high school was 
burned to the ground in 1895, he had to teach his classes in a half-built block on West Street. These 
makeshift quarters were occupied for two years; then in 1897, he and his pupils were shifted to an old 
building on School Street. But now, as the enrollment steadily increased, there was an obvious need for 
anew high school; hence, in one year a stately edifice on Second Street was available for use. Here Mr. 
Goodwin taught for six years and then was appointed principal. However, in this ofice he was un- 
happy, as he longed to return to teaching and preparing scholars for college. 

Therefore, in 1911, he resigned his position, going back to the teaching which he loved and taking 
over the duties of Vice Principal, an office which he has held ever since. 

During these hectic years of the transformation of the high school, Mr. Goodwin engaged in many 
outside activities. A great lover of music, he, for a long period of time, played a flute in the Pittsfield 
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Symphony Orchestra. In addition, he gained membership in the Saturday Evening Club founded by 
Judge Charles L. Hibbard, and he was active in the Sons of Veterans’ Association as well as serving as 
an officer in the Classical Education Society of New England. Then, at one time, he was appointed 
deacon of the First Church of Christ. Besides these duties to divert him in his idle moments, he has 
entertained quite a few interesting hobbies. Retaining his love for nature which he had cultivated in 
Woodstock, he became a collector of ferns from all over the eastern states. Another diversion was 
woodworking at which he grew to be very clever. 

However, of all the recreations which he has ever pursued, it seems that his summer vacations 
on the farm of his parents who had moved to Thetford, Vermont, pleased him the most. Here he went 
for many years with his wife and three children to plant and cultivate. When his parents died, Mr. 
Goodwin began to raise each year a garden of his own, a task in which he still takes great delight. 

In 1932 Mr. Goodwin laid the cornerstone for the beautiful new high school on East Street. His 
educational creed is voiced in the following words spoken on that occasion: “The cornerstone and 
the solid masonry surrounding it are emblematic of the meaning of all education. For Education, 
in its truest sense, is a foundation for 
the superstructure that life will build. 
The spacious halls that are presently to 
rise upon these concrete walls will typify 
the unstinted opportunity offered by a 
generous city to all its boys and girls. The 
beautiful tower, pointing to the sky, will 
fittingly symbolize the high ideals of man- 
hood and womanhood for which the school 
has stood in the past, and for which, we 
hope, it will forever stand.” 

In June, 1934, to add to his innumerable 
honors, he was awarded a Master of Arts 
degree by Williams College for his services 
as a valuable and outstanding professor 
and educator in our schools. Now, unfor- 
tunately, in 1937, such a man is forced to 
leave us, after having taught in Pittsfield 
for half a century and after having seen our 
high school develop from a little brick 
building on South Street with an enroll- 
ment of one hundred thirty-four pupils 
into a magnificent edifice on East Street 
with an enrollment of almost 2,000 stu- 
dents. During all these years he has proved 
to be an excellent teacher, one who is pro- 
gressive in his ideas on education, sane 
and wholesome in his philosophy, and 
above all, a kind and beloved friend of the 
student. 

Therefore, with heartfelt regret the 
Graduating Class of 1937 says, Vale, mag- 
ne magister! Bona fortuna tibi sit.”

He we are looking back—not as inexperienced Sophomores, not as egotistical Juniors, but as 
sophisticated Seniors—to September 9, 1934, a fortunate day for our Alma Mater. 

Naturally we were awed and disillusioned by the arrogant attitude of the upperclassmen, but 
adapting ourselves to this handicap and eager to become a part of the surroundings, we were not long in 
overcoming our feeling of strangeness and, bearing up under it all, we were soon in the swim of things. 

After a typical sophomore year things began to happen. 

Our first wise move was the election on March 3,1935, of our able president, Leonard Kohlhofer 
and our outstanding adviser, Mr. Milon J. Herrick. The vice presidency went to Howard Gleason, 
with Marion Roberts to record the minutes, and Betty Horton to relieve us every month of our quarters.

Here again Ralph Levine proved himself the 
worthiest campaigner among us and by his excellent showmanship did much to support the athletic 
association. 

Armand Feigenbaum assumed the the responsible position of editor-in-chief of the 1937 Year Book. 

Not many days afterward saw the appointment of the heads of four other committees. Robert 
Scully with his capable assistants made arrangements with Mr. Henzel for photographs of our handsome 
class and in due course the proofs were returned and admired (?). Evelyn Bergstrom is to see to the 
obtaining of our caps and gowns. Howard Gleason will have charge of Field Day; William Bouchane to 
the selecting of the place for the banquet, and Ernest St. John to see that we have a good class day 
program. 

On the 14th of May 1937 the Junior A class recognized their distinguished superiors, the Senior 
A's, with the Junior Prom. 

This much for our past career. We can promise nothing, for what fate has in store for us is an 
unanswerable question. We cannot see beyond; nevertheless we intend to continue our way in a praise- 
worthy manner, hoping that the future will be as successful as our past three years at Pittsfield High 
School.

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Horace Mann’s CONTRIBUTION TO MASSACHUSETTS 


EDUCATION 
By Carolyn Finkelstein 


(Maplewood Prize Essay) 


N THIRTY-SEVEN marks the one hundredth anniversary of the founding of the State 

Board of Education of Massachusetts, and particularly of the appointment of Horace Mann as its 
Secretary. For many years previous to the establishment of the Board there was a noticeable lowering 
of the standard of education in the commonwealth. To be sure there had been a few fezble attenpts to 
remedy this deplorable situation by the establishment of private academies, but the population as a whole 
was apparently undisturbed at the lack of public schools and made no move to improve the prevailing 
conditions. It was only at the insistence of Horace Mann and a few other educators that Governor 
Everett founded the Board of Education. 

Horace Mann as a youth had never attended school for more than eight or ten weeks a year, but he 
received an excellent grounding from the pastor of the village church. When he was twenty, under the 
tutelage of a good preparatory teacher, he fitted himself to enter the sophomore class of Brown Univer- 
sity. He graduated in 1819 with high honors and was admitted to the bar four years Jater. He practiced 
law very successfully for fourteen years until he entered upon his career as an educator in 1837. Early 
in his law practice he became actively interested in public affairs. He was elected to the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Massachusetts and was reelected for seven successive years. In 1833 he began his term 
in the Senate where he served four years, the last two as president of the Senate. Mann, having been 
in public life for so long, was the logical choice for Secretary of the Board, and in that capacity the whole 
burden of arousing public interest in and sympathy for correcting the educational system fell to him. 

To understand the diffculty of Mann’s task, one must understand the circumstances with which 
he had to contend. First of these was the teaching situation. There were few teachers and a good many 
of these were without any training for teaching whatsoever. Perhaps Mann’s outstanding achievement 
was the establishment of training schools. These schools were what were formerly known as normal 
schools but what are now called state teachers’ colleges. In addition, he instituted the practice of the 
teachers’ convention for the purpose of bringing to instructors new ideas of education and systems of 
education through lectures. It is interesting to note that the first convention was held in Pittsfield and 
that this idea has spread throughout the country. The story is told that before the teachers had as- 
sembled at a certain one of these meetings, Mann himself was found sweeping out the hall in which the 
meeting was to take place. 

One less genuinely interested than Mann in public welfare would have been discouraged very 
soon at the passiveness of the people in general, who were apparently uninterested in improvement. 
Indeed, it took all of Mann’s ability and persuasion to arouse the people to action. So zealous was he 
in his desire to raise the standards that he traveled around the state to even the smallest villages, trying 
to make the people see eye to eye with him. He finally succeeded in awakening their interest. His en- 
thusiasm was transmitted to the public; and it responded by contributing much greater appropriations 
of money for the erection of school houses and for the improvement of old ones; the number of pupils 
was increased, and their attendance became more regular. The state legislature even passed a law 
making the minimum school year six months where it had formerly been eight to ten weeks. 

A third accomplishment of Mann was his establishment of a definite curriculum. Where before, 
the pupils were taught anything the teacher happened to desire, Mann set down an exact course of 
studies to be followed during the year. He traveled in Europe for five months to study educational 
conditions there and returned to this country filled with enthusiasm for the system of education in 
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several European countries. He wrote up the results of this tour in the seventh of twelve annual reports 
that he prepared on the conditions of education in Massachusetts and elsewhere. 

One can see that Mann’s path was by no means smooth. Lack of funds, public disinterest, and 
opposition from religious groups on the ground that he was secularizing the schools met him where ever 
he turned. Yet his administration as secretary was so successful that it spurred the educational progress 
of Massachusetts onward to such a high level that other states took the Massachusetts system as their 
model. 

In 1848 Mann resigned the secretaryship but in 1853 became president of the newly-formed 
Antioch College where he was able to establish in higher education, just as he had done in the grammar 
schools, his ideals of co-education and non-sectarianism.

The season started off with the defeat of Lee 34-0. In this game five touchdowns were scored, two 
by Evans, and one each by Barnini, Mac Haffie, and O'Connor. Jake Barnini scored four extra points 
by rushing. Our next game took us to the Connecticut Valley where we met Agawam. This game 
turned out a 66 tie. “Buddy” Evans scored early in the contest, but the score was tied in second quarter 
when Captain Roberts of Agawam crossed the goal line. On October tenth Williamstown was met 
and turned back by a 360 score. Again five touchdowns were scored, Jake Barnini making three,

In 193637, the basketball team of Pittsfield High enjoyed a fairly successful season. Although 
they did not capture the County title, they won the majority of their games. They did annex the city 
championship from St. Joseph’s, winning both games by a margin of one point. 

The Purple and White hoopsters started the season in fine fashion by taking the Adams High 
team into camp by the decisive margin of 25-6. Next came two hard games with Bennington High and 
one with Dalton. The team lost to the Papertown quintet by single point in the final minutes of the 
contest, but Bennington bowed twice to our powerful five.

We defeated Bennington at home and Adams away by 
unanimous scores, thereby giving us the Berkshire County title, and making us claimants to the Western 
Massachusetts crown. 

The club itself took a spurt in membership after its extensive membership drive and an average 
attendance of 30 was enjoyed through most of the year. Several intra-club debates, and other activities 
helped liven up the club, while much thought was put on the long proposed mock trial. A constitution 
was also drawn up. 

Armand Feigenbaum and Seymour Kolman captained the Affirmative and Negative teams re- 
spectively, and both boys, veterans of three years of debate competition, gave polish to and excelled 
for our team. 

Other boys who showed up well, although all were first year men, were Robert Lord and Hugh 
Toomey of the affirmative, and George Merritt, Eliot Weisgarber, and Jack Duker, who took care of the 
many duties of an alternate, on the negative. Miss Sophia Pomerantz, one of the few girls to make the 
debating team, also did much for the success of the affirmative. 

Moderator Harold Lynch was succeeded by Edward McKenna in the middle of the year, and he 
was assisted in the county debates by his brother, James McKenna.

BAr the past years, there had been considerable talk of organizing a Pittsfield High Alumni 


Association. When the 1936 football season closed, definite action was taken, and as a result 
this group was organized and the following were elected as officers:—President, Dr. Marshall S. Wood;
